” Erench Delegate Said to be Dissalisfied. 


- London, August 23. 
While, according to Berlin reports, there is nothing to be said at 
present in regard to discussions between the Reparations Commis- 
sion’s delegates aod German Ministers, the Berlin correspondents of 
the French newspapers are pessimistic. They mention a statement, 
described as semi-official, that Herr Hermes told Sir John Bradbury 
and M. Mauclere that the German Government could not entertain 
the idea of granting the guarantees demanded by France, nor con- 
sent to banding over the Reichsbank’s gold reserve on deposit. They 
assert that M. Mauclere is dissatisfied with the progress of the 
negotiations, and does not share the optimism of Sir John Bradbury, 
who wished to induce Germany to offer guarantees other than those 
demanded by France; but the Germans are merely repeating their 
previous proposals :

THE ORIGIN OF THE 
’ CHINESE. 
Prof. Buxton’s Researches. 


Shangbaiis one of the great 
ports of the world, and the lead-» 
ing port of China notinfrequantty 
entertains angels unawares. Dis- 
tinguished visitors are numerous, 
but they sre not always hailed 
with a'blare of trampets aad the 
waving of flags. A few days ago 
Professor L. H. Dudley Bux:oa, 
lecturer at-Oxford University on 
Physicel Anthropology, arrived 
jn Shanghai from Peking, and, 
after quietly prosecuting bis in- 
quiries into the subjects of his 
special interest, departed yeater- 
day for Hongkong. 

Fortunately our representative 
was able to secure an interview 
with the learned anthropologist. 
Professor Burton is teavolling 
round the world upan the Albert 
Kaho Travelling Fellowship, and 
bis purpose isto make a special 
atedy of the religions, social, poli- 
tical and economic conditions of 
various countries. He isspecially 
interested in the biological ‘basis 
of the factors whick contribute 
to theseconditions. In other words 
he is studying tha nstaral history 
of min end its significance io 
connection with msa’s manifold 
activities. To kim, as to many 
modern aathropolozists, the 
physieal characters of man are & 
more certain guide to his origin 
aud inter-relationships than bis 
languages and cultures. Professor 
Buxton belongs toa new school 
mainly composed of British 
scientists who may be kaown as 
tha biometricians. 


DETECTIUN BY MEASUREMENT. 
Biometry is ono of the lasest 
developments in the larger 
scienca of blology, and, as its 
snggests, it has to, 
_with the systematic 
measuring of: tiving organisms, 
and their parts. With a view to” 
solving many problems connact- 
ed with them, their distribatios, 
and inter-relssionships. Briefly, 
biometry may be described as the 
science of basing deductions upon 
the accurate measuremsots, and 
comparison of same, of namgrous 
specimens of living organisms.

Valera bad realised 
impossibility of ~ founding 
Republic and was about to 
advise the Irregulars tolay down 
their arma and agree to demon- 
strate their ideals by canstitu- 
‘tional means. Mr. Collins was 
undoubtedly the brains of the 
new Free State ‘sovernment—a 
man whose stateamanship was 
loudly praised even by his former 
enemies when the Treaty was 
signed in the latter part of Iast 
year. He was fearless and 
courageous, far-sesing and a true 
patriot. That he should have besa 
murdered by bis own countrymen 
after, as ond of the wires pats 
it, many hair-breadth, escapes 
when fighting against the British, 
adds grim irony to the tragedy
